The Bull Lea colt Beau Prince, born 
March 8, 1958, at Calumet Farm, Lexing- 
ton, was the seventh foal of the Whirlaway 
mare Typhoon, which Calumet had bought 
for $32.000 from a 1955 dispersal of 
broodmares owned by the late Henry H. 
Knight. At 2 he won 3 of 11 races and 
was third to Pappa’s All and Crozier in 
the Arlington Futurity. This year he won 
the Fountain of Youth Stakes, the Lamp- 
lighter Handicap, the American Derby, 
and has placed in 3 other stakes.

NEWS OR NOT 


That Big Day 


New York. Jake (Dolly) Byers is 74 
years old and he has been in the horse 
business 60 years as a jockey and trainer. 
Never had he had such a day as Wise 
Ship gave him. 

The 4-year-old gelding, trained by 
Byers, won the Man o’ War by more than 
2 lengths, paying off at 6 to 1. It was 
also the first stakes victory for the Sky 
Ship horse, the first $100,000 victory for 
Byers and the first significant score for 
20-year-old jockey Heliodoro Gustines, of 
Panama. 

Byers, a grizzled veteran, chunky and 
round, thought even before the race that 
his horse could win it. “Two weeks ago 
my horse was only beaten a neck by 
*Wolfram at a mile and en eighth, and 
today he is running a mile and _five- 
eighths. The longer it is the better he 
likes it.” 

Wise Ship. a home-bred owned by Mil- 
ton Ritzenberg, who runs the LaSalle 
Hotel in Washington, D. C., was the 
lightweight with 108 pounds. 

Byers bounced around like a rubber 
beach ball in the club house after the 
race. “It sure feels good,” he said. “And 
more so because my boss was here.” 

In the jockeys’ dressing room after the 
race, Gustines seemed to be in a daze. 
Plucking specks of mud from the corners 
of his eyes, he said, “I just can’t believe 
it. Tonight I send telegram to my family 
in Panama and tell them. I send money, 
too. You know. my grandfather, Isaac 
Gustines, is the Fitzsimmons of Panama? 
He is training almost as long as Mr. Fitz. 

“I am one happy man. I lead all the 
way with this horse. In the stretch I 
wait for *Wolfram. I sit still, and I wait. 
But he no come. Then I whip my horse 
2, 3 times. and he open up. I hope I win 
like that.” 

Gustines is married. and his wife and 
one small child reside in Miami. What he 
doesn’t send home from his Man o° War 
check he will bank. He one good boy. 
Plenty thrifty, you betcha. 


Time Will Tell 


Latonia race track, near Florence, Ky., 
will use time trials to determine eligibil- 
ity for 3 2-year-old stakes. The 5-furlong 
trials will be held each afternoon before 
the first race, and Latonia will pay riders’ 
fees. 

Rules of the game, as devised by presi- 
dent Freeman Keyes, general manager 
James L. Paddock, and racing secretary 
Frank Klucina: 


“Only 2-year-old maidens will be eli- 
gible for entry in the qualifying trials 
for the $5,000-added Princess Stakes 
(September 16) and the $5,000-added 
Prince Stakes (September 23). Only win- 
ners of these specified trials will be eli- 
gible for the above 2 stakes. 

“Winners of the time trials for maidens 
will remain eligible for regularly sched- 
uled maiden races on the Latonia pro- 
gram. Victory in these races after a time 
trial victory will not disqualify them 
from the above 2 stakes. 

“Winners of the above time trials will 
also be eligible for the $10,000-added 
Elite Stakes (September 30). There will 
be special time trials for non-maidens in 
order to make the winners eligible for 
the Elite Stakes only. 

“After qualifying, 2-year-olds must re- 
main at Latonia to retain their stakes 
eligibility.” 

Latonia’s meeting runs from August 19 
through October 5. 


Leading Question 


Larry Thompson, speaking for the IIli- 
nois division of the Horsemen’s Benevolent 
and Protective Association, asked the IIli- 
nois Racing Board te abolish the $10 fee 
for using a lead pony, but chairman 
William S. Miller thought it would be 
unwise, especially since money collected 
from this source is earmarked for benevo- 
lencies of a Board of Relief. 


Abolishing the fees probably would put 
more lead ponies on the track. Instead 
of using one to accompany a horse to the 
post, some trainers would have taem right 
and left, fore and aft.

Balloting results from the New York Labor Rela- 
tions Board indicate the Teamsters are in dif- 
ficulty on the backstretch. 
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The first 2 nights at Saratoga figured 
to be the weakest of the 41st annual sale, 
and they lived up to their promise. A 
total of 97 head were passed through the 
ring, bringing a total of $557,500 and an 
average of $5,747. At the first 2 sessions 
last year, 90 yearlings averaged $6,924. 

Fewer than half of the seats were 
filled on Monday night, but there was a 
much larger attendance on Tuesday night. 
The market was cold the first night and 
cold to luke warm the second night, and 
except for yearlings by a few “hot” sires, 
notably Nantallah, there was not much 
discernible enthusiasm for the offerings. 
It was the consensus, however, that by 
mid-week the market would prove to be a 
strong one. 

The top price on Monday was $14,000, 
for a colt by Nantallah, and the top price 
on Tuesday was $30,000, again for a 
Nantallah colt.

Placing judges 
leave the stand at Monmouth Park faster 
than that after the ninth race. 

At the sixteenth-pole, Orleans Doge and 
Guadalcanal were the only 2 which had 
anything left, and Orleans Doge prevailed. 

Absent from the Choice lineup was 
Calumet Farm’s Beau Prince. Trainer 
Jimmy Jones on Tuesday morning stepped 
from the entry booth to the stewards’ 
office and asked permission to work Beau 
Prince at 1 o’clock that afternoon. 

It took no great amount of insight to 
recognize that Beau Prince would not run 
the next day but probably would be 
shipped to Chicago, where Jones hoped 
he could win the $100,000-added American 
Derby. He did.

Carry Back Coming Back 


Oceanport. The New York backstretch 
had been rife with conflicting stories 
about the health and fitness of one of 
our favorite horses, Jack Price’s Carry 
Back. so during a pleasant week-end at 
the sea shore we sandwiched in an early 
morning visit with Mr. and Mrs. Price. 

We came upon them at 6 o’clock in the 
Monmouth Park stable area. Already on 
hand were groom Matt Reddy, exercise 
boy Bert (Whitey) Wildredge, and David 
(Sonny) Werblin, a wealthy friend of 
the Prices who is taking his first steps 
as an owner of race horses. 

Carry Back was ready for his first 
serious 6-furlong workout since he in- 
jured an ankle in the Belmont Stakes. 

Reddy and Wildrege put the tack on 
the colt, and Price said to Wildredge. 
“Break him at the five-eighths. Keep a 
good hold. If you think he is going to 
relax, then yell at him. This traek is a 
little ‘dead’ this mornnig.” 

Carry Back was led to the main track, 
and the rest of us walked to the clocker’s 
stand, where we were met by Price’s 
daughter and Mrs. Werblin. 

“This work will tell me where this 
horse stands.” Price said as the horse 
and pony galloped counter-clockwise on 
the outside of the track. “We'll know if 


he is ready for a faster work. The next 
2 works will be faster if he proves to 
me he is ready today. We want to give 
him just enough time.” 

Carry Back was now ready for his trial. 
Wildredge, who weighs 128 pounds, broke 
the horse at the three-eighths-pole, and 
Carry Back scooted along with even, 
effortless strides. As he completed his 
move. Whitey yelled to the clockers, 
“What did he do?” 

“T got him in 1:13,” yelled one. Others 
had 1:14 and 1:15. 

Price was content to let it go at 1:15, 
which is the way it finally appeared in 
the morning work tabs. 

“T told Whitey to work the horse in 
1:16.” Price said. “But just the same, 
the horse was under a strong pull. ll 
check with Whitey.” Price was pleased. 
“I believe the track is a second off, so 
that is a good work.” 

The Carry Back entourage returned 
to the stable, where Price talked with his 
exercise boy. 

“I’m sorry,” Wildredge said, when told 
he might have worked the horse too fast. 
“Boss, [ pulled all I could, but he wouldn’t 
hold.” 

“He’s like his old self again,” Mrs. 
Price said as she watched her horse. 
“From the eighth-pole to the wire,” Wil- 
dredge said, “he was picking himself up. 
He is a different colt now.” 

Price inspected his charge closely while 
Reddy applied a bath astringent to the 
horse. Carry Back was not blowing, but 
he was just a little nervous and edgy. 

He had filled out since the Belmont, 
picking up about 60 pounds. The ankle 
did not seem to trouble him, and the shoe 
boil that bothered him was down to the 
size of a quarter. 

“This is the first serious work since 
he was sidelined,” Price said. “The way 
he came out of the work proved to me 
he is only 3 weeks from a race. It didn’t 
do him any harm. It was a very handy 
work. His next work will be seven-eighths 
of a mile, and then I'll just sharpen him 
for speed with short works.” 

Did he have a race in mind? 

“None right now.” Price said, “but 
[ll probably run Carry Back in some 
prep race on the grass at Atlantic City.” 

A trainer stabled next to Price ambled 
by and looked at the horse carefully. 
“He looks great,” the trainer said. 

After taking 2 cups of black coffee at 
the track kitchen, Price returned to his 
barn and entered the tack room. There, 
hanging on the wall, was a day-to-day 
chart of Carry Back’s activities. 

Slowly, he jotted down some comments. 
“Let’s see. The horse will gallop the next 
2 days, breeze the next, and walk the 
next.” 

Lou DeFicuy 
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Jones Had the Makings 


Cuicaco. Calumet Farm’s Beau Prince 
was entered for the $50,000-added Choice 
Stakes at Monmonuth Park on Wednes- 
day, August 2, but the stable suddenly 
changed its plans. The stoutly made colt 
was scratched, and trainer Horace A. 
(Jimmy) Jones put him aboard a plane 
bound for Chicago, where the prize was 
the $100,000-added American Derby, on 
the following Saturday. Beau Prince ar- 
rived at Arlington Park at 2 a. m. Friday, 
and the next day he gave Calumet Farm 
its sixth success in the American Derby. 


“We just decided the colt looked awfully 
good, and that’s why we made a last- 
minute switch and came here,” Jones said 
later, while mobbed by dozens of horse- 
men who hadn’t seen him for a spell. “We 
knew he had the makings of winning a big 
one soon, and I’m happy it was the 
American Derby. We're leaving Chicago 
for Saratoga Sunday, and we'll go in 
the Travers there next Saturday.” 


Fred W. Hooper’s Crozier, winless, but 
never worse than third, in 5 races since 
his smashing triumph in the Derby Trial 
(1:3434), was established the 7-to-5 fa- 
vorite by the crowd of 27,451. Beau Prince 
was 3.20 to 1, and Donald M. McKellar’s 
Endsville, which had conquered Crozier 
in a conditioner while getting a 12-pound 
concession, was held at 3.50 to 1. The 
other 4 were outsiders. Under the peculiar 
allowance conditions of the 11-mile race 
(based on first money won in stakes), 4 
were weighted at 112 pounds, the other 
3 at 111. Aeroflina, which had been a 
135-to-1 shot in the Arlington Classic, 
carried a pound more than Crozier, win- 
ner of $161,544 this season. 

Fourth Estate Stable’s Editorialist was 
quickest by far out of the starting gate 
for the American Derby, and before he 
had gone a quarter of a mile he was 3 
lengths in front. This gelding had led 
right to the final yards before losing 
the Classic by a neck to Globemaster, but 
in the one-mile Derby Preview he had 
finished 10th and last after dueling Cro- 
zier for the lead to the last turn. 

Editorialist and jockey Johnny Heck- 
mann widened their lead to 6 lengths in 
a half-mile, and Mrs. Raymond Bauer’s 
Aeroflint and Endsville were closest to 
him. Crozier was ‘fourth, Beau Prince 
fifth. Editorialist left the far turn still 6 
lengths to the good. Crozier and jockey 
Bill Hartack then moved into second place 
while racing close to the rail. The favorite 
appeared to be in a dandy position to 
win. Editorialist boasted a 5-length bulge 
going into the stretch bend, and then as 
jockey Steve Brooks brought Beau Prince 
with a surge on the outside, Crozier began 
to shorten stride—and Editoralist did. too. 

Beau Prince attempted to lug in during 
the early stretch run, and Brooks flogged 
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him relentlessly with his left hand. Brooks 
kept at #t until Beau Prince passed Edi- 
torialist, at the furlong-pole, and then 
the veteran jockey hand-rode his mount 
the rest of the way to win by 214 lengths 
in 1:5135. 

Too late many of the fans remembered 
that Beau Prince had won his first 2 
starts as a 2-year-old in muddy going at 
Arlington, and had won them going away. 

Editorialist held second place safe by 
114 lengths over the fast-closing Flutterby, 
with 54-year-old Johnny Longden aboard. 
A length away in fourth place came an- 
other late-finisher, Mrs. Vera E. Smith’s 
Bass Clef. Then followed Crozier, Aero- 
flint, and Endsville. Endsville had not 
cared for the muddy track. Perhaps Cro- 
zier hadn’t either. 

After Beau Jrince’s first 2 victories last 
summer, the stable was genuinely excited 
about him. He was closing with a terrific 
rush in the Arlington Futurity and seem- 
ed a certain winner when he suddenly 
veered and jumped a shadow. Brooks got 
him running again, but Beau Prince 
couldn’t finish better than third, although 
beaten narrowly by Pappa’s All and 
Crozier. Beau Prince had wrenched him- 
self in the race and wasn’t the same the 
rest of the season. He encountered more 
bad luck in Florida last winter. 

“He wasn’t just right for the Flamingo, 
but we got him ready for the Florida 
Derby,” Jones said. “He ran third (to 
Carry Back and Crozier), but later we 
found he had hurt his right front foot. 
Stepped on a rock, I guess. We took 
all kinds of X-rays, but it was a long 
time before we found anything. That kept 
him out of action until the middle of 
June.” 

Before the Florida Derby, Beau Prince 
had defeated Crozier and Carry Back in 
the Fountain of Youth Stakes at Gulf- 
stream Park. Later, after resuming his 
campaign, the Calumet colt had won the 
Lamplighter Handicap at Monmouth 
Park, then had finished fourth in the Ar- 
lington Classic and third to Hitting Away 
in the Dwyer Stakes, his last start before 
the American Derby. 


The Best Filly 


Beau Prince was the best 3-year-old colt 
at Arlington Park the first week of Au- 
gust, and the best 3-year-old filly was 
Miss Barbara Hunter’s Kootenai (*Royal 
Vale—Incarnation, by War Relic). Surg- 
ing to the front at the top of the stretch, 
Kootenai won the one-mile Pucker Up 
Handicap by 5 lengths, even though 
jockey Tony Skoronski eased her near 
the finish. Fred W. Hooper’s My Portrait, 
recent conqueror of Primonetta in the 
Monmouth Oaks, was second while giving 
the winner 3 pounds—122 to 119. Pin 
Oak Stable’s Play Time (119) was third 
in a field of 11 3-year-old fillies. 


This marked the third-consecutive easy 
victory for Kootenai, and some said she 
sould hold her own, or better, with such 
as Primonetta and Bowl of Flowers. 
Kootenai had taken the 7-furlong Misty 
Isle Handicap on July 3 at 26 to 1, and 
later she won a 7-furlong prep for the 
Pucker Up by 7 lengths. 


Kootenai at 2 won 1 of 8 starts, earning 
$2,450. “She had bad ankles.” trainer 
Stan Rieser said. “Give Miss Hunter a 
lot of credit. She’s got a way with horses. 
It was she who nursed Kootenai back to 
health. When we picked up the filly this 
spring, she was in such fine shape that we 
started to train her immediately.” 

Kootenai is a tall, robust chestnut. 
“She holds her flesh well,” Rieser said, 
“and she’s a real gentle mare. Very easy 
to train.” 

Rieser probably will start Kootenai 
(named for a river in Montana) against 
older fillies and mares in the $40,000- 
added Arlington Matron on August 23. 
“There’s nothing else for her here,” 
Rieser said. Jor AGRELLA 


Primonetta's Day 


Saratoca. In a sense the 114-mile 
Alabama Stakes was a disappointment. 
What had promised to be a thrilling en- 
counter between the 2 finest fillies in the 
nation turned into a romp of such magni- 
tude as to be unbelievable. 

Primonetta might be the better filly, but 
the thought that she could be 6 lengths 
superior to Bowl of Flowers seemed in- 
credible. 

“She just didn’t run her race,” said 
Eddie Arcaro after he came back with 
Bowl of Flowers. “I hit her at the five- 
eighths-pole, and she just didn’t respond. 
She ran a little bit late in the stretch, but 
she’s got a much better punch than that. 
This just wasn’t her day.” 

Even Bill Shoemaker, the winning rider. 
felt that the final margin had not been a 
true measure of the 2 fillies. “I don’t 
think Bowl of Flowers ran her race,” he 
said. Shoemaker has been more than a 
casual observer of the big Brookmeade 
Stable runner; he rode her to victory in 
last year’s Gardenia Stakes. 

Primonetta, a magnificent-looking filly 
from the first crop by Swaps, ran a spark- 
ling race, and no one wished to detract 
from that fact. And Shoemaker did a 
beautiful job with her, rating her on the 
lead all the way and drawing off in the 
last furlong to score by 5 lengths over the 
Betsy Ross Stakes winner Mighty Fair, 
which led the odds-on Bow] of Flowers by 
another length. 

It was pretty obvious in the paddock 
before the Alabama that Primonetta, train- 
ed by James P. Conway, was in the proper 
frame of mind and body. Her condition 
was resplendent. and she was full of her- 
self, though not nasty. She threw her

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head, lashed out with her hind legs, and 
unmistakably was eager to get about her 
work. 

Bowl of Flowers, on the other hand, 
was not quite so imposing. As one com- 
mentator put it, “She showed every rib,” 
and the sparkle and self-possession that 
had so impressed those around her on 
other occasions were missing. 

Six fillies turned out for the Alabama, 
and since the only front-runner among 
them was Primonetta, it was perfectly 
obvious even before George Cassidy sent 
them on their way that the Darby Dan 
Farm runner would play a catch-me-if-you- 
can game. 

Primonetta broke on top, and after a 
first quarter, run in :2414, she had a lead 
of 11% lengths over Mighty Fair, Andy 
Crevolin’s Decorated filly. Bowl of Flow- 
ers was next to last. Around the club 
house turn, down the backstretch, and into 
the straight the order, and the margin 
as well, remained substantially the same. 
Counter Call threw down a challenge at 
the top of the stretch, and for a few 
moments it seemed that she would make a 
race of it. 

Shoemaker. who had been keeping a 
sharp lookout for Bowl of Flowers, now 
realized there would be no threat from 
that quarter. But Counter Call was draw- 
ing alongside. Shoemaker struck Primon- 
etta sharply, and the filly quickly drew 
away, going under the wire 5 lengths to 
the good. Counter Call faltered in the last 
furlong, and Mighty Fair regained second 
place. Bowl of Flowers ran “a little bit.” 
as Arcaro said, beating Counter Call by 
a head. 

Time of the race was 2:0315, a fifth of 
a second faster than the Alabama ever 
had been run. Primonetta paid $6.90. 

The Alabama was Primonetta’s tenth 
victory in 1] races, and it was her fourth 
stakes score of the year. She previously 
had won the Prioress and Miss Woodford 
Stakes and the Delaware Oaks. The only 
blemish on her record was a second to 
My Portrait in the Monmouth Oaks, on 
July 22. 

Primonetta and Bowl of Flowers will 
come together again this year. Another 
substantial success for the Darby Dan 
filly unquestionably will give her the 
crown. 


Down a Little 


The racing at Saratoga has been excel- 
lent, as usual, but both attendance and 
pari-mutuel handle during the first week 
were below last year’s standards. Atten- 
dance for the first 6 days was 58,616, down 
20 per cent, and handle was $5,091,896, 
down 3.1 per cent. 

Whatever the reason for the decline, 
it probably was not the New York Racing 
Association’s labor difficulties. There con- 
tinued to be only “token” picketing of 
the plant. In all other aspects, there 
was business as usual.

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Teamsters in Difficulty 


Providing the first enlightenment to a drama that for several weeks has been 
clouded by rumor and gossip, the New York Labor Relations Board this week 
gave columnist Kent Hollingsworth a complete tabulation of backstretch balleting 
in New York. As of August 9, the count showed 20 stables for the Teamsters, 18 
opposed, and 5 in doubt. Of special significance is the fact that 5 of 7 elections 
held since the Teamsters struck on the night of July 20 have gone against the 
union; in 1 of the 2 other stables there was a tie. 

Elections are held only in stables designated by the Teamsters or the 
NYLRB, and elections in several stables first selected by the union have 
been called off because there was not enough interest among the men to warrant 
the expense of balloting.

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The Changing Time 


Detroit. The Detroit Times has long 
since published its last edition, but it 
is still turning out racing commissioners 
for the State of Michigan. Edgar Hayes, 
sports editor of the defunct Times, is 
the third Hearst newspaperman in succes- 
sion. 

The appointment of the 53-year-old 
native Detroiter came on opening day of 
the 63-day Thoroughbred meeting at 
Hazel Park. It had been rumored for 
weeks, but Gov. John B. Swainson did not 
act officially until the horses were almost 
at the post for Hazel Park’s first race 
of 1961. 


Hayes had worked in the sports depart- 
ment of the Times for 33 years before 
the paper was bought out and closed 
down by its rival newspaper, the Detroit 
News. By an odd twist he took over the 
racing commissioner’s job from Dan Gil- 
martin, whom he had hired a little more 
than a year ago to report horse racing 
for the Times. Gilmartin never wrote a 
line of horse racing, resigning shortly 
after he was hired to work as Swainson’s 
campaign press secretary. 


After Swainson’s election Gilmartin 
was appointed deputy commissioner, un- 
der James H. Inglis, a former Times re- 
porter who had served as racing chief 
for 8 years. 

Gilmartin, a Thoroughbred owner and 
breeder, joined the commissioner’s office 
in March, and took over as acting com- 
missioner when Inglis was named to the 
Michigan Public Service Commission. 

Several hours after Hayes appeared at 
Hazel Park to take charge, Gilmartin dis- 
patched a letter of resignation to Swain- 
son and left to become public relations 
director for a new life insurance company. 

There was speculation, naturally, about 
what sort of commissioner Hayes would 
make. Although he has written sports for 
many years, he has never been particu- 
larly interested in racing. Except for an 
occasional visit to the local tracks, he is 
a stranger to racing people. 

In an interview shortly after his ap- 
pointment, he was asked, “How did you 
happen to try for this job?” 

“To be perfectly honest,’ Hayes an- 
swered, “I needed a job. I was a sports 
editor, and what editor wants to hire 
another editor? I wouldn't. I don’t blame 
them. But the job was open, and after 
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you've spent all your life in sports you’re 
really not comfortable in anything else. 


“T have no intention of harassing the 
tracks. Understand, I’m not saying that 
Inglis did. As I see the job, I’m supposed 
to protect the public. The things I don’t 
know I’m sure Ill learn. very 
pleased.”

U. S. Victories at Goodwood 


Lonpon. Prospects of an American 
owner winning the St. Leger at Doncaster 
next month looked extremely bright after 
Mrs. C. O. Iselin’s Pardal colt Pardao 
had turned in a smooth performance in 
the Gordon Stakes (£5,450) at Good- 
wood on July 27. This was the first time 
that Pardao had run since finishing third 
to Psidium and Dicta Drake in the 
Epsom Derby, but hé had no difficulty 
in giving 5 pounds to Gailewind and 
beating him just as he liked. 

It was in the Gordon Stakes last year 
that the Derby winner St. Paddy, with 
odds of 11 to 8 laid on him, was beaten 
by a moderate horse called Kipling be- 
fore going on to win the St. Leger. But 
this time there was no doubt about the 
favorite’s superiority, and he will be given 
one more race, the Voltigeur Stakes at 
York, before being sent to Doncaster. 

Sovrango, which finished just behind 
Pardao in the Derby, will also run in this 
York race as a preliminary to his St. 
Leger bid, but Derby winner Psidium is 
unlikely to run in the final classic, nor 
is one-time Derby favorite Pinturischio.

So it looks as if the St. Leger will be 
between Pardao and Dicta Drake, owned 
by Mme. Leon Volterra and trained by 
France by Francois Mathet. Dicta Drake 
put up a great performance in winning 
the Grand Prix de Saint Cloud in June, 
when Sovrango finished nearer last than 
first, but I take the view that Pardao still 
has such scope for improvement that he 
may well turn the tables on the French 
colt at Doncaster. 

The fields for the 2-year-old races at 
Goodwood were, with one exception, well 
below their usual quality. The exception 
was the Molecomb Stakes (£3,459), a 5- 
furlong race confined to fillies. This was 
won in sensational style by La Tendresse, 
owned by American Mrs. Parker Poe, 
trained by Irishman Paddy Prendergast, 
and ridden by Australian Ron Hutchin- 
son, who left Goodwood with 5 winners 
to his credit. 

La Tendresse, a beautifully proportion- 
ed filly by Grey Sovereign—Isetta, by 
Morland, took up the running more than 
2 furlongs from home to win by 6 lengths 
from Alpine Scent, which had dead- 
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heated with the French colt Blaze of 
Glory in the Hyperion Stakes at Ascot. 
Nerissa, which was third, 2 lengths be- 
hind Alpine Scent, had been unbeaten in 
her 3 previous races. 

So it seems that Prendergast, whose 
filly Display won the National Stakes by 
6 lengths at Sandown Park on July 7, is 
once again going to dominate the 2-year- 
old situation in England. La Tendresse, 
es well as Display. has been nominated 
for the valuable Prix Morny at Deauville 
on August 20, but both fillies are engaged 
at York a few days later. 

Prendergast also won the King George 
Stakes with Floribunda. which must now 
be rated as the best sprinter to have 
run here this season, and the Findon 
Selling Stakes with the Royal Hamlet 
colt Royal Unity, which, at the subsequent 
auction, watched by the Queen, was 
knocked down to the Anglo-Irish Agency 
for 2,000 guineas. R. J. Ratcuirr

SypNeY. Immediately after the publica- 
tion of weights for the Caulfield and Mel- 
bourne Cups owners and trainers delivered 
the usual broadsides against the gentle- 
men who frame the weights in Melbourne. 

Refulgent had been butchered, declared 


part-owner C. A. Edwards. who added, 
“The weights are just plain stupid, as 
Refulgent has never won outside Queens- 
land 2-year-old class, yet in the Melbourne 
Cup he has to give 1 pound to Sharply 
(winner of the Sydney Cup and second to 
Tulloch in the Brisbane Cup. both 2- 
mile affairs) .” 

Refulgent was a crack 2-year-old in 
Brisbane where he won the Sires’ Produce 
Stakes. 7 furlongs. from Sydney’s best. 
After that he broke down and has not 
raced for over a year. However. he is 
doing well now on the training track and, 
despite Mr. Edwards’ wailing. the book- 
makers have him favorite for the Caul- 
field Cup, 114 miles (October 21st). 

Dhaulagari, probably Australia’s best 
stayer with Tulloch off the scene. heads 
the weights for both cups—132 pounds 
at Caulfield and a pound less at Fleming- 
ton. (Tulloch is nominal topweight for 
the Melbourne Cup with 141 pounds, but 
he retired after the Brisbane Cup.) 

Dhaulagari’s trainer, Brian Courtney. 
said his horse has been practically weight- 
ed out of the Cups and would have to 
perform a miracle to win one of them. 
Nevertheless, he is to be set for the Caul- 
field Cup, and on last season’s form he 
will be a strong contender. Last year he 
was second to the New Zealand Ilumquh 
and was a good fourth in the Melbourne 
Cup. 


Another weeper was Jack Mandel, form- 
er bookmaker and part-owner of Persian 
Lyric, which has 129 pounds at Caulfield 
and 2 pounds more in the Melbourne 
marathon. 

Expressing his disappointment, Mandel 
stated that he thought his horse would 
not get more than a pound over the weight- 
for-age scale (126 pounds for a 4-year- 
old). Persian Lyric won the AJC 
Derby, the Stradbroke Handicap at Bris- 
bane, and the Invitation Stakes at Rand- 
wick, defeating Tulloch in a photo. 

Although there are about 500 entries 
for the Caulfield race and well over 400 
for the Melbourne Cup, the bookmakers, 
with their usual generosity, have the 
favorite double—Refulgent and Sharply— 
at 140 to 1, and the Melbourne Cup is 
about 4 months away! 

Last year’s Caulfield winner, [lumquh, 
will not run this year because of quar- 
antine regulations, but Hi Jinx, winner 
of the £25.000 Melbourne Cup, will cross 
the Tasman again to tackle the big race, 
despite a sharp rise in weight to 118 
pounds, compared with last year’s 108. 

Valerius, owned by AJC chairman Sir 
Alan Potter, is being set for the Metro- 
politan Handicap at Randwick before 
tackling the Melbourne races. He has 
130 pounds at Caulfield and 127 at 
Flemington and should go well in any 
of these glamor events. Jack Bripces

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Mathematical Obscurity 


A letter to the Star in San Juan, Puerto 
Rico, was signed by Clarence P. Carter, 
of Los Angeles. It said: 


“In the last 32 years I have visited 
exactly 117 race tracks and I thought I 
had seen just about everything. Then I 
came to Puerto Rico and went out to 
El Comandante to discover that I had 
not seen anything yet. 


“In the first place, how can a 27 per 
cent cut in the mutuel pools be justified 
on an island where the average income of 
the people is about one-half the average 
income of the people in the State of 
Mississippi which is the poorest state in 
the Union? I thought 15 per cent in Cali- 
fornia, Iliinois, Florida, New Jersey and 
New York was a pretty fair take, but oh 
brother, 27 per cent. No wonder 3 horses 
in a race will go off at even money or 
less... .” 

The editor’s note appended to the letter 
was an exhibit worthy of being introduced 
as evidence in documentation of our re- 
marks (in the issue of July 29) on 
racing’s co-operative press: 

“Track officials say that the takeout on 
mutuels here averages about 16%. Only 
the money bet on losing horses is subject 
to a percentage for the track (25%) and 
the government (10% tax). Operational 
costs projected against the small amount 
of money actually bet at the track is the 
determining factor here as opposed to 
lower percentages in the states.” 

Mr. Carter must be thoroughly con- 
fused. If he knows whether the take is 
16 per cent, 27 per cent, or 35 per cent, 
he didn’t find out from the newspaper. 
But if he has visited 117 race tracks, he 
has learned too much to believe that only 
the losing bets are subject to commission 
and tax; he knows‘that the effect is the 
same, no matter how the calculations are 
made. The take-off is the total amount 
wagered less the total amount returned 
to the public. An independent press will 
not obscure the issue. 

A paraphrase of one of the editor’s 
comments would provide a suitable in- 
scription for the facade of racing: Oper- 
ational costs projected against the amount 
of money bet is the factor which deter- 
mines the take. 

We could wish that, before the facade 
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was erected, the planners had hung an- 
other gem of wisdom on the wall: 

The ability of a community to pay op- 
erational costs and taxes is the factor 
which determines whether a race track is 
to be built. 


The Hard Law of Losers 


Another exhibit from Puerto Rico re- 
veals, in capsule, a situation always pres- 
ent in all areas, hence so obvious that it 
tends to be overlooked. 


Victor A. Coll, secretary of the Puerto 
Rico Thoroughbred Breeders Association, 
reports that last year the San Juan 
Racing Association “negotiated a purse 
contract with the horse owners, the terms 
of which were so oppressive that the 
P. R. Horse Owners Association refused 
to sign the same, and a strike was in 
order. Due to the cool indifference of the 
Racing Commission to intercede in the 
dispute in spite of our pleas, the increasing 
economic pressures of the strike, and alas! 
the dissidence of several horsemen, the 
aforementioned purse contract was ram- 
med down our collective throats for a 
term of 5 years... . 

“After a year of operation the horse 
owners have lost a considerable amount of 
money, with only 3 per cent of the group 
showing a small profit on their books. 

“The contract distributes $2,500,000 
yearly purses, of which 10 per cent is 
taken by the Government for taxes; 15 
per cent goes to our jockeys (as we do 
not pay fixed sums per mount); 10 per 
cent to our trainers; and 414 per cent to 
the Horse Owners Association to affray 
expenses such as 2 vets, a_ blacksmith, 
state insurance for all employees. includ- 
ing jockeys, etc. If we take this 3914 per 
cent from $2,500,000, we have $1,524,375. 
We calculate that we feed and maintain 
a horse at a low average of $1,500 a year. 
and since we have 800 horses at El Com- 
andante (not counting those on_ the 
farms), we expend $1,200,000 in the 
care of our horses. That leaves $324,375 
to absorb depreciation, insurance. invest- 
ment profits, etc. 

“The impact of this terrible situation 
has been felt by our PRTBA. inasmuch 
as we invested heavily in broodmares, 


stallions, farms, improvements, etc., and 
now we have on hand a bountiful crop of 
yearlings (242) and no one with money 
to purchase them... . Already one of our 
largest breeders, Mr. Jorge E. Castro, 
is advertising the sale of his establish- 
ment, 2 of our best stallions have been 
sold to Dominican Republic buyers, and 
numerous small breeders have given up 
in despair. with the inevitable collapse 
of the breeding industry in sight. 


“But what about the San Juan Racing 
Association? Ever since they began their 
exploitation of El Comandante race track, 
their profits have been enormous, calcu- 
lated over a million dollars a year... .” 


The situation described here in some 
degree of anguish is actually so general 
that Puerto Rican breeders could have 
predicted it from the experience of breed- 
ers in other areas. A race track makes 
profits, because it must. Most owners and 
most breeders lose money, not because 
they must, but because they either like 
racing and breeding enough to spend the 
money or they overestimate the chance 
of realizing profits. It can be stated as 
an economic law: no matter how much 
money is put in purses, the sum will be 
exceeded by the expenses involved in 
competing for it. 

We sympathize with Puerto Rico’s 
horsemen and wish them luck in their 
efforts to obtain higher purses. But high- 
er purses will entail more production, 
more competition, more expense. This is 
simply what has to be expected in a free 
enterprise system. There is nothing 
especially wrong with it, except that, for 
reasons of their own, most breeders make 
their investments in bloodstock. real 
estate, and so on, without attempting to 
inform themselves in advance as to the 
probabilities involved in such an enter- 
prise. It is also wrong, of course, if 
these probabilities are misrepresented in 
them. 

The states which provide special in- 
centives for increasing the amount of 
breeding within their borders are doing 
an actual disservice. With small bait, they 
entice people into a large trap. The aver- 
age man who breeds race horses had bet- 
ter be more fond of horses than he is 
money. J. A. Estes
